The "Pierson 
photographic 
telescope" was taken to 
Japaa tost year by iir. Burckhalter, 
Sued 'Kith his own design for expo- 
sing the plates, bat the journey was 
fraWess (as everybody knows) by rea- 
son of deeds. 
Attorney W. W. 
Pier-so-n 
furnished the money for the 
ex- 
pedition. 
Barekhaltfer's method of photograph-la- g 
the sun's corona 
contemplates a 
short exposure time for the bright in- 
ner corona, and a long exposure for the 
faint outlying 
streamers 
on one end 
the same plate. 
To do this he has a 
specially constructed plate holder, con- 
taining a revolving cam shaped 
dia- 
phragm, 
the centre of which is 
ar- 
ranged to be coincident with the con- 
tour of the sun's 
image. 
"When the 
plate is exposed this diaphragm is rap- 
idly rotated 
by clockwork, thus 
per-miti- ng 
the outer portion of the plate 
to 
receive 
impressions 
during 
the 
whole time of exposure, while the cen 
tra! portions 
(occupied by the bright 
eoresa) are only exposed to the image 
for a certain 
fraction 
of the whole 
time. 
Experience 
in coronal photography 
has shown that a plate exposed for one 
or two seconds will give a sharp pic 
ture of the inner corona, and no out 
side streamers, while in a plate expos- 
ed Jong enough to portray the exten 
sions, all of the inner detail is blotted 
oat, or over exposed. 
On Mr. Burekhalter's 
plates he hopes 
to obtain 
oerfect 
representations 
of 
the eclipse, as it would appear 
to a 
trained eye, with polar rays and all the 
etoser details 
shown as distinctly 
as 
the 
equatorial 
streamers 
and 
on 
the suae plate. 
If this can be done, 
h. will 
be a wonderful 
advance 
in 
eclipse photography, 
because 
hereto- 
fore it has only been possible to obtain 
a eorreot representation 
of any observ- 
ed eclipse by combining the results of 
many 
photographs 
(of different 
ex- 
posure times) into a more or less un- 
satisfactory 
drawing. 
At the station Mr. Burckhalter 
will 
seed the services of four assistants. 
He hopes to obtain these without diffi 
teky. In India there are a number of 
army posts, where are stationed many 


officers of Her Majesty's service, all of 
them well educated and trained in the 
work of observing. It has been stated 
that willing volunteers 
will be found 
competent to handle all the scientific 
apparatus that can possibly be trans 
ported to India for the eclipse. 
The probable station to be occupied 
Iff the Chabot party is on the west 
eoast of India, in the Deccan, and about 
SI calles south of Bombay. 
At this 
point Mr. Burckhalter calculates that 
Ae edlpee will last for two minutes 
and .sewn seconds. 
Totality will come 
uitl o'clock in the afternoon (or at 
S o'clock a. m. of Greenwich time) at 
which 
time the altitnde of the sun 
above the horizon will be in the neigh 
borhood of fifty degrees. 
The path of 
tetaHty in this eclipse extends for a 
length of about 1,000 miles across India 
with a width of about 50 miles for the 
shadow path. 
The meteorological con 
ditions are particaariy favorable, and

that Rev. D. P. 
Birnie would speak on the subject of 
"Associated 
Charities" 
attracted 
to 
Central Union besides the usual

gregation last evening a number 
of 
ladies 
aad gentlemen 
interested 
in 
philanthropic 
work, but not regular 
church attendants. 
The music was es- 
pecially good and the discourse was 
and thoughtful. 
The parable of the Good Samaritan 
was read. 
Rev. Mr. Birnie said that 
the concern of those who would give 
relief was with the man who was down, 
the man in trouble. 
Time should not 
be wasted in inquiring how the distress 
came about. 
That might be a subject 
for later investigation 
and remedy. 
It 
might be the emigration 
company, it 
might be whisky, it might be labor 
conditions. 
It mattered not what the 
reason if there was a. call for charit- 
able action at once. 
Wounds received 
in a drunken brawl were just as pain- 
ful and just as appealing as those sus- 
tained in honorable combat upon the 
field of battle or in the performance 
of duty. 
There should be method in the 
ex- 
tension 
of help 
in volunteer 
relief 
work. 
Really, all benevolent societies 
are simply 
make-shift- s. 
The central 
idea of Christianity 
is do away 
with 
poverty and thus abolish the necessi- 
ty for the present great relief work. 
The problem of the hour is the poor 
as they present 
themselves. 
Usually 
the children make manifest the exist- 
ing distress. 
They cry out and there 
must be heed to their cry.

TO PREVENT SUNSTROKE. 


The. Luton Chamber of Commerce, 
says Invention, has received from the 
new Government Department 
of Com 
mercial Intelligence several specimens 
of 
foreign-mad- e 
hats for horses, sent 
to England 
by the British 
Consul at 
Bordeaux, 
who in 
his report states 
that they are now in general use there. 
In order to prove their utility he fur- 
ther adds that only a few years ago 
the tramway company at Bordeaux lost 
annually 
during the hot weather 
no 
less than 
12 horses, on an average, 
through 
sunstroke, 
but since the 
In- 
troduction of the headgear In question 
they had not lost a single animal from 
that cause. The specimens mentioned 
are made of rush, in the shape of a 


wide-brimm- 
and 
high-crown- 
hat, 
with holes for the horse's 
ears, and 
bound with red braid and strings to tie 
"under the chin." 
The National 
So- 
ciety for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to 
Animals 
is 
stated 
to 
have 
already 
taken the matter up seriously, and or- 
ders to a considerable extent have, it 
Is said, been placed with one of the 
largest 
manufacturers 
in 
Luton 
for 
these "sunbonnets for horses." 
Atten- 
tion has also been directed to a cus- 
tom followed in America, where, dur- 
ing the hot summer 
months, a wet 
sponge is fastened under the headstall 
between the horse's ears. 
The sponge 
is Te wet at Intervals 
and seems to 
afford great relief to the horses.
